It can, of course, be 
argued that we gained a 
great moral advantage in 
the eyes of America and of 
the world when we went to 
the reseue of the Grecks, It 
is argunble, too, that it 
would have. been wise policy 
to send our forces to Greece 
even oh a forlorn -hope 
against ‘military advive, Rut 
these were not the grounds 
on which the enterprise 
went forward. -. :
